DISPATCHES from Berlin announce the death, 
on the oth inst., of the distinguished theologian, 
David Friedrich Strauss. He was born in Wiir- 
temberg, 1808, and received his education at the 
University of Tiibingen, where, at the age of 24, 
he became an instructor. His great work was 
the “ Life of Jesus,” 1835, although his name is 
just now eminent in connection with his remark- 
able book, “ The Old Faith and The New.”’ 








A Paris telegram on the roth announced the 
death of the French author, Jules Michelet. He 
was bornin Paris, 1798, and passed brilliantly 
through the College of France. His most elabor- 
ate works were in history, among them a “ His- 
tory of France,” 12 vols., 1833-57, and a series of 
volumes directed against the Jesuits. His spec 
ulative writings on “ The Bird,’”’ “ The Insect,” 
‘* Love,’ and ‘* Woman,” have had not a few 
appreciative readers in this country.

Buying Dead Stock. 

THERE is one practice in the trade whose un- 
wisdom can scarcely be too much insisted on—the 
habit of buying dead stock because it is to be had 
“at a bargain.” It is a chief objection to trade 
sale that the retailer’s capital is locked up for an 
indefinite time in stock which lies on their shelves 
until it gues to the paper mill. Publishers think 
it a fine thing to be rid of such, but it is just as 


though an engineer should put his ashes back in 
his furnace to get rid of them—it stops all the 
machinery. We are somewhat surprised to learn 
how general this habit is; that when retailers come 
to New York to lay in stock they are so anxious 
to snap at anything that promises more than the 
usual discounts. We have already insisted stren- 
uously on the real meaning of large discounts, 
and what a trap they are to the deluded buy- 









. 








er. What you can’t sell is cheap at no price, 
and dead stock is a bargain under no cir- 
cumstances. A dealer can only mgke more 
money by turning over what he has as quickly as 
possible, and he cannot trrn it over at all in dead 
stock. Wooden books would be just as good. If 
dealers would always keep this in mind, there 
would, indeed, be much less cause to complain of 
dull business and no profits.

Underselling and Trade Sales—A Protest. 


To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly. 

THE communications in your Circular for a year 
or so past regarding the evils of the book trade 
have generally been marked with fairness and ac- 
curacy, but a letter in your issue of January 31st, 
signed “ One of the Trade,’’ is written in such 
an overbearing spirit and makes statements so far 
from the truth that I ask the courtesy of your 
columns for the purpose of calling attention to it. 

In the first place, the writer, a publisher, pre- 
sumes to dictate to the whole retail trade—* A 
Daniel come to judgment.” 

In regard to publishers retailing at discounts he 
says: ‘“ With a familiarity with the trade of most 
large Eastern houses, I can aver that these houses 
studiously repel any dealings with book consumers, 
And where a retail department has been 
found mecessary, EVERY book is studiously sold at the 
announced retail price,” 

These statements are widely wmfrue, and his 
further remarks to substantiate the same but 
make them the more ridiculous in the light of the 
facts. Even ome of the large houses of which he 
givesthe zame makes a practice of retailing its 
own and other publications at 20 to 25 off, and 
seldom, if ever, asks the retail price. Infact they 
make no profession to do so, and hundreds of 
customers will testify to the same through daily 
experience. Some large houses even advertise 
books retailed at wholesale rates. These state- 
ments need no further proof than a purchase at 
the counters of those houses. 

It is amusing to note his remarks of the retailer 
competing with the publisher, when the publisher 
controls the manufacture and sale. Again, the 
only reason a retailer sells a set of books at a 
discount is because he is forced to do so by the 
publishers offering books below the announced 
prices. Let the publishers reduce their retail 
prices and give smaller discounts of 25 or not 
over 30 off to the trade, and if they will protect 
these prices the retailers will be only too glad to 
maintain them. 

As regards the pernicious results of the trade 
sales, I agree with him fully, and hope the Con- 
vention will cause them to be blotted out for 
ever. They are a curse to the trade. 

With an experience of twenty yearsas a retailer, 
I know I but speak the voice of the retailers 
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throughout the country when I brand his remarks 
about them as unjust, untrue, and without founda- 
tion, and his ideas for the “ work of the Con- 
vention” aside of the points at issue. 

The retailers can speak for themselves in this 
matter, and while we want the co-operation and 
harmonious action of publisher and retailer 
everywhere, yet we ask no publisher to put our 
case before the Convention or the country. We 
have suffered from injustice and selfishness so 
long that the time is nigh when we will break the 
tyrannic rule which has bound the trade for so 
many years, and by intelligent combination and 
action strike for those rights which any honora- 
ble spirit would freely grant, and which is the 
rule with almost every other branch of business. 

No ¢heory of any publisher will answer as argu- 
ment. We have had the practice, and know 
whereof we speak. It is the earnest wish of every 
retailer that the publishers will admit the justice 
of our claim and frankly join us in this reforma- 
tion, which must result in the advantage of one 
and all, and place the book business where it 
rightfully belongs—at the head of the trade of 
the country in influence, in culture, and in good 
fruits.

NEw York, Feb. 7, 1874. 
To the Editor of the Publisher? Weekly. 

‘*ONE of the Trade” in last week’s issue 
says that most of the large Eastern pub:ishing 
houses “ studiously repel any dealings with book- 
consumers,” and that “ where a retail department 
has been found necessary, every book is studiously 
sold at the announced retail price.” 

Well, this is news! One of these great houses 
has broken down, utterly, the retail prices of a// 
books in another city ; and it is a well-known fact 
that any sharp buyer—your wide-awake man, who 
always buys Ais books at a discount—can always 
get, and at almost any publisher’s,what he asks in 
the way of areduction up to 25 per cent., if he 
will only “ jockey ”’ for it. If he don’t ask for it, 
of course he don’t get it. 

Take the last December trade in this city. One 
publishing house, ** with a retail department,” an- 
nounced “a Jiberal reduction on all miscellaneous 
stock, for that month ;” another, that hasn’t a re- 
tail department, “books at low prices.” another 
still, to send “ books by express or mail free of ex- 
pense ;”’ and still another, its stock ‘‘at prices to 
suit the times.” ‘One of the Trade” will say, 
doubtless, that this is an exceptional case, brought 
about by the panic. I think I am safe in saying 
that it is a custom of some at least of the large 
publishing houses, “ having a retail department,” 
as a “ necessity,’”’ which prevails at all times and 
seasons. I do not mean to say, however, that 
this breaking of prices is the result of a rule es- 
tablished and proclaimed by the principals; but 
that it is, nevertheless, permitted on the part of 
clerks anxious to swell the sales of their respec- 
tive departments, »

The illustrations consist: first, of a series of 
outlines exhibiting the peculiarities of the wing, 
tail, bill, and feet of each genus ; but as these dia- 
grams, however serviceable to the ornithologist, 
necessarily fail to give any idea of the form of the 
bird, they are supplemented by a second series, 
including a full-length figure of one species of each 
genus. In addition to the above, a series of 
plates is furnished, containing one or more figures 
of the head, in most cases of life-size, of every 
species of North American bird, including the 
different sexes, ages, and seasons, where these are 
necessary for the proper illustration of the subject.
